We have here an oppor-1 
tunity which every town of any 
consequence in the State would 
scramble for, if it were open to 
competition. 
Several years ago 
when the G irls’ Industrial School 
was to be located, Bryan made an 
effort for it, had the commission 
visit here, and did what she could 
to get it, and yet with a chance to 
get into close touch with the A. & 
M. College, and to get direct ben­ 
efits from the college, she shows an 
indifference which is remarkable. 
W hile all other parts of Texas are 
progressing, and new enterprises 
springing up everywhere, we seem 
to be at a stand still, and without 
reason. 
We hove enjoyed unusual 
prosperity here for the past few 
years, aB compared with oar neigh­ 
bors, and e c o n o m i c conditions 
would seem to justify our advance­ 
m ent. 
There is a great deal of 
private money in the community, 
seeking investment, and a good 
deal at low rates of interest: the 
published statements of our banks, 
for the greater part of each year, 
show large am ounts of funds un­ 
em ployed, and it seems to me that 
our people would be glad to take 
hold of this proposed electric line 
to College to employ a fraction of 
their uninvested money, when the 
opportunities for returns, both di­ 
re c t. and indirect, seem so advant­ 
ageous. 
I think we can get. some 
idea ss to the benefits to be de­ 
rived by the experiences of Austin 
with the State University, of San 
Marcos and the Southwest Texas 
Normal School, of Denton with the 
G irls’ Industrial School, and of 


H untsville with the Sam Houston 
Normal School. These schools are 
all well attended, and are the best 
assets, commercially, which the re­ 
spective towns have. 
W ith the 
tremendous impetus given to in­ 
dustrial education of late years, 
there is but one reason why the 
A. & M. College shouldn’t have a 
larger attendance than the State 
University, and that reason is the 
lack of facilities for caring for 
more than the few hundred stu­ 
dents which it now enrolls. 
The A. & M. College is the best 
thing we have to build on. 
Many 
sections of the State are rapidly 
building up by offering cheap lands 
as an inducement for new people 
to come in. 
We haven’t the cheap 
lands, but we have the second 
largest educational institution in 
the State, just beyond our limits, 
and by a little enterprise, and the 
expenditure of a small part of the 
unemployed capital of the com­ 
m unity, we can make the college a 
part of Bryan and get the direct 
benefits which at present, without 
means of transportation, we do not 
enjoy. 
I am satisfied, with a little en 
terprise on our part, the road can 
be built, and I am told by people 
experienced in such undertakings, 
that it would pay from the start, 
so why not take up the matter here 
at home without further delay, 
and build it?
